THE FIRST plonary session of 

Geneva Pence Conference has 
met. The ritual apecches of the 
public opening ccremony havo been 
made, Procedures for the next 
8 were agreed upon  be- 
hind closed doors.

In the breathing space between 
the ceremonial and the substan- 
tive phase at Geneva, it is worth- 
while turning back for a moment 
to examine what wo know of the 
scenario the Egyptians originally 
had in mind for the conference. 

For this, we have the evidence 
of two major occasions: Sadat’s 
one wartime speech (October 14) 
and the Algiers summit confe- 

‘rence (November 27-28). 

Sadat's speech is of special sig- 
nificance because it was made at 
what he considered the height of 
his success. On October 16 the 
IDF was already across the Canal 
and had initiated the movement 
which was to reverse the for- 
tunes of war on the southern 
front. But Sadat was as yet un- 
aware of the gravity of the threat. 
The speech thus unfolded Sadat's 
tinking in its pure state, as it 
were; it set forth what, at that 
moment_ of apparent triumph, he 
expected to be translated into 
reality. We are therefore entitled 
to regard it as particularly re- 
yealing and authentic.

LITHRALLY SINCH the beginning 
of the century, Mordecai Kaplan haa 
been intensively occupied in teach- 
ing, writing, and propounding his 
views of Judaism. He has been ono 
of the influential modern Jewish 
thinkers, especially on the American 
scene, and has made a profound im- 
pact both ideologically (not only 
his Reconstructionlat move- 
Ment but far wider afield) and 
Practloally (eg., through his con- 
cept of community end his initiative 
in establishing the Jewish centre 
institution). Now ving in Jeru- 
salem, he remains agile and active 
at the age of 91 and a living ex- 
ample of how minds can long re- 
tain thelr creativity.

and realistic context. 

He stresses that Judaism must 
eliminate supernaturalism and other- 
worldiiness from its idea of God 
and that only a humanist world 
perspective can provide relevance. 
In this context, the Holocaust proves 
a challenge to man but not to the 
idea of God. It emphasizes the re- 
quirement that man combat human 
and natural evils in the name of 
God. Inasmuch as God cannot he 
represented in human terms, all 
theodicies’ which claim to justify 
God's ways to man are meaning- 
lesa. 

To Kaplan, the key to Jewish sur- 
vival is Jewish peoplehood. The 
Jewlsh People must offer the individ- 
ual more than an ancient tradition 
or a ereedal religion. Tradition must 
be made relevant, and this involves 
the creation of new group concepts. 

Kaplan pays close attention to the 
role of Sarael Se in 
Jewish 16 today, wi ‘com: 
pares to a wheel with a hub (Israel) 
and spokes. Zionism, he writes, owes 
{ts existence to one of the many 
crises that brought the Jewish 
People to the edge of the abyss and 
is one of four salvational ideas that 
have saved the Jewish People at cri- 
tical junctures. The first waa con- 
tributed by Moses; the second by 
the Prophets, who saved the people 
from the danger of oxile by pre- 
paring them for both exile and re- 
turn; the third was Yohanan hen 
Zakkal, who conceived the idea of 
a porteble authority; and then Ζιου- 
jam, which rescued them from antl- 
Semitiam and materisliet secularism. 

But having said that, Kaplan 
looks at whet he regards to be the 
challenge facing Zionism today. He 
writes that it is up to Zionism 
to reconstitute the Jewish People 
and redefine its status, complaining 
that alnce 1964 the voice of organ- 
ized Zioniam hoa been reduced to 
an echo of the Israel propaganda 
line, ignoring the realities of Dias-

He feels that the call should 
come from Israel for a world Jowlsh 
eonference to reconstitute the Jewish 
People by providing for a constitu. 
Hon setting forth the duties and 
responsibilities of its adherents. This 
js to be the “fourth renewal 
of tho conyenant,” and he even 
enumerates what he feels should 
be the main provisions of that con- 
stitution «(including acknowledge- 
Ment of the State of Israel ag 
spiritual catalyst for all Jews; it 
Should point the way to Judaism 
Ag an evolving religious civilization; 
it should call for the restructuring 
of Jewish populations in the Dias- 
Bora on lines of organic conimunity, 
which would relnatate the ancient 
attitude toward the study of Tora; 
it would promulgate ethical stan- 
dards: provide for democratically 
slected bodies — a sort of pariia- 
ment of the Jewish People; and it 
Should empower the right of ovor- 
all taxation). 

As Kaplan has been propounding 
many of these ideas in articles and 
discussions for a number of years, 
he doubtless remains convinced of 
their practicality. But there will be 
many who feel him to be over- 
optimlatic and almost utopian, de- 
spite his assertion that the conatitu- 
tion Should provide for unity with- 
out cultic conformity or theological 
dogmatism. It may have been 
possible to think in such terms 200 
years ago, but meanwhile the rifts 
that have opened up within the 
Jewish People are too deep for any 
meaningful unanimity. 


THERE ARH too many irreparable 
rifts in the Jewish world — of 
which the moat basic ie the question 
of fundamentaliam and Halacha --- 
and ‘these would assuredly explode’ 
any attempt at a universal gather- 


ing. The late Rabbi Yehuda Lelb 
Maimon 


advocated the convocation 


‘of a Sanhedrin, presumably Lmited 


to Orthodox groups only, and even 


such an idea was recognized as too 
hot to handle. To get Jews of every 


religious and secular shade to draft 
an overall constitution of the Jew- 
ish People seema totally unfeasible. 

Kaplan writea: “Israel does not 
recognize non-Orthodox rabbla and 
the non-Orthodox Jews are gullty 
of avoiding this issue. The temporiz- 
ing and puaillanimous surrender of 
the Israel Government to the Ortho- 


dox group strikes at the heart of 
Jewish survival,” and he makes the 


issue of freedom of worship in the 


State of Israel a fundamental plank 
in hig constitution. Does he really 
hope for an acceptable consenms on 


this issue? 
Moreover, his hope that auch a 


constitution could close the Israci- 
Diaspora gap also appeats wishful 
thinking. This gap is the outcome 
of goclological factors that cannot 
be altered by a “constitution.” In 
the reality of the Jewish world to- 
day a consensus on meaningful mat- 
ters is unattainable — the beat that 
could be expected is something on 
the lines of the Synagogue Council 
of America in which all three trends 
are represented on the basia of care- 
fully avolding discussion on internal 
Jewish matters but united by com- 
mon opposition to anti-Semitism, 


However, Kaplan's fertile mind

That Tito survived 
this onslaught proves how bough 
he was, There can have been 
nothing comparable in all the annals 
of war to this formidable pair: Fitz- 
toy Maclean notes that Stephen 
Cllasold, to bring him a message 
from them, “walked through the 
Garman lines, partly, no doubt, in 
order ‘to deliver ἐξ, but I think also, 
88 ἃ rest cure.” 

Randolph complaincd to Maclean 
at one time about this Mission to 
Tito: “The trouble, you know, 18

Someody else says that the Ger- 
mans sent a spy into Hngland, who 
was easily detected because he wore 
spats to satisfy a mythical Jeeves, 

Both books pay deserved tributes 
to the astonishing linguistic felicity 
of both humoriats, thelr subtle and 
intricate plotting, their mastery of 
the apt quotation ineptly applied ond 
so beautified, the classic simplicity 
underlying the complexity of their 
styles. 

Wodehouse, like Waugh, acquired 
the aristocracy by adoption: in fact, 
the only humorist dealing with the 
dotty lords and ladies of Hngland, 
who was to ithe manor born, 
wea Nancy Mitford. But Waugh and 
Wodehouse created noble worlds that 
may survive the House of Lords, 
Both books are essential purchases 
for lovers of Hnglish humour.

But in both 
cases it is better to notice what is 
going on. With the future of poetry 
nothing can ever ‘be ruled out. May- 
be poetry really ia Liberty guiding 
the People.

"Tt is really quite boring to 
show visitors classrooms and 
workshops full of students.

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FUEL CRISIS has brought 
out a rash of advertixements for 
dovices claiming tu save petrol 
jn motor vehielea, Car owners, 
however, inust ask the question:

An adverlisement appeared in 
The Post not long nge for the 
Phantom Electronic Ignition, This 
js one of the helter-known fuel- 
saving deviecs being promoted 
these days. Its full name is the 
ὩΣ & S Phantom Solid-State 
Capacitive Discharge Electronic 
Ignition.” It is an orange-and- 
biack box, measuring 10x%10x 
9 cm. and weighing 1.3800 kilos, 
When attached ty the engine of 
a motor-vehiele, iL ix supposed to 
give a high energy spark, more 
powerful than that of the nor- 
mal ignition equipment. This 
makes the fuel ignite faster and 
more completely, therefore using 
fuel more efficiently. Savings in 
petrol can be “up to 20 per 
cont,” manufacturers claim. 

The two young men who make 
and soll Phaniom in Isract are 
Philip Goldberg, an_ industrial en- 
gineer from the United States, 
and Avi Stein, an electronics en- 
gineer. Their modest-looking com- 
pany is called G. and &. Engi. 
neering Co. Ltd., and is located 
in Rehov Alkalni, behind the 
ριον Basle fire station in Tel 
Aviv. Their Phantom capacitive 
discharge is similar to models on 
the market in the US., they 
told me. However, they say theirs 
ig adapted to the warmer climate 
of Israel.
